Electrical Practices 
By R. L. Grecory, E. E., 
Interlake Pulp & Paper Company, Appleton, Wis. 


Electricity and its almost universal adoption by the 
industrial world as a motive power, have opened up a field 
of unlimited resources for experimental work and _ re- 
search. Each day we find new apparatus and equipment 
placed upon our markets, new discoveries and theories are 
announeed and the secrets of electro magnetie force con- 
tinue to yield to the extensive research of mankind. 

Inventors and research men who began early to ex- 
periment with electric and magnetic currents, discovered 
that these currents adhered very closely to nature’s law, 
that of ‘‘following the lines of least resistance.’’ Ben- 
jamin Franklin must have had this thought in mind when 
he discovered that lightning was an electrical phenomenon. 
This was evinced by the method which he employed in ob- 
taining his results and this method was typical of the ideas 
and lines along which men were working at that time. 

In the latter part of the nineteenth century, these same 
ideas were exemplified by inventors, who found that in or- 
der to carry out their designs and inventions, and trans- 
form their theories into practical applications, it would be 
to their advantage to split this force called electricity into 
various channels or phases. It was found that this could 
be done by separate windings and various other methods, 
but the problem of keeping these phases separate under 
working conditions required further experimentation and 
study. Men of the engineering profession took up the task 
and soon found that certain materials, in various forms, 
eould be used to protect and separate one phase from an- 
other. This material they called insulating material. 

One after another these various insulating materials 
began to appear on the market, and soon arose the question 
of which was the best material to apply to given purposes. 
Among engineers and manufacturers the question became 
one of vital importance so far as the application of certain 
materials to their needs was concerned, and as a result, 
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today we find that every manufacturer of electrical appar- 
atus invariably employs an insulating engineer, whose duty 
it is to study out the various problems arising along this 
line. Indeed, engineers the world over are putting forth 
their best efforts to improve the quality of insulating ma- 
terials. 

Of the many kinds on the market today, one of the 
best thermal and electrical insulating materials known is 
Aspestos. It is the purpose of this article to discuss this 
material in its various forms, qualities and applications in 
the Electrical Field. 

Insulating materials may be said to have four distinct 
forms, viz: Solid, Plastic, Liquid and Gaseous, this being 
the physical classification. They are also classified accord- 
ing to their application, as: 

1. Wire and cable insulation. 

2. Insulating supports wherein mechanical strength 
is included. 

3. Coil and slot insulation for motors and gen- 
erators. 

4. Insulators in slabs, sheets and as are deflectors. 

5. Moulded insulation wherein heat and pressure 
are applied to obtain certain forms. 

6. Filling compounds such as paints and varnishes. 

Since this article is to deal with AsBesTos as an insul- 
ating material, we ought to understand what the composi- 
tion of AspesTos really is. ASBESTOS is a mineral fibre, 
composed of hydrous silicate of Magnesia. ASBESTOS is a 
great thermal insulator, melting at from 1200 to 1300 de- 
grees centigrade. This makes it a very valuable product, 
especially when combined with other compounds to give it 
mechanical strength. Frequently, we find it combined with 
binders which not only give mechanical strength but also 
make it less susceptible to moisture. These two qualifica- 
tions make it valuable as an electric insulator. 

The commercial varieties of AsBesTos contain many 
impurities (chief of which are the iron compounds) which, 
when combined with it, greatly depreciate its value as an 
electrical insulating material. However, when these im- 
purities are removed the Assestos fibre makes an excellent 
insulating material for certain classes of electrical work.

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Uses For Electrical Work. 

1. In the use of Aspestos for wire and cable insula- 
tion, the very best of the AspesTos fibre is used. This fibre 
is treated by a special process which removes all impurities. 
It is then applied to the wire in a uniform and smooth 
mass and is finally treated with compounds which make it 
moisture proof and give it mechanical strength. Such 
classes of wire and cable are used in wiring motors, both 
mining and railway, and in various classes of switchboard 
work. Other uses are found for this make of wire, but these 
are the principal ones. 

2. Next we find Assestos used in the manufacture of 
Aspest6s board or lumber which is used for many and 
varied purposés. It is made up into a fireproof sheet by 
treating with certain compounds and putting under great 
‘pressure. It can then be handled much as lumber and can be 
sawed, nailed, chiseled or planed, and takes a good oil, 
painted or varnished finish. It makes an excellent substi- 
tute for marble, slate and hard rubber, and is used ex- 
tensively in the manufacture of high tension insulating 
materials, as insulators between phases and as are deflec- 
tors. In this form it is also extensively used in the manu- 
facture of cabinets and in panel box work. 

3. ASBESTOS is used in the manufacture of many dif- 
ferent kinds of tapes. These tapes are used in winding all 
sorts of coils, such as magnet coils, field coils, for insulating 
armatures, etc. The writer recently had the pleasure of 
going thru one of the largest plants manufacturing control 
apparatus in the United States. In this plant there was 
one department which was given to the manufacture of 
lifting magnets. These magnets have great coils wound 
from ribbon copper, each layer of which was insulated from 
the next by Aspesros tape. Upon inquiring into the reason 
for the use of this particular type of tape, I was advised 
that the insulation required for this work had to be not 
only of great dielectric quality but also had to give thermal 
protection, hence the use of Asbestos Tape.

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the greater factors to be contended with in electrical control 
apparatus and generating equipment, it is quite essential 
that the coils be well protected from any undue deteriora- 
tion and breakdown caused by heating. The better grades 
of AsBEsTos tape will stand approximately 275 degrees 
centigrade raise before breakdown occurs, and also 250 
volts puncture test. 

The tape is manufactured in various thicknesses, but 
the heavier listing is used principally in underground sys- 
tems for the purpose of preventing spread of fire in case of 
short circuits or burn-outs. 

4. Aspestos is also used in the manufacture of 
moulded forms. While visiting the above mentioned fae- 
tory, the one department in which I was vitally interested 
was that in which these moulded electric parts were made. 
Here we found all forms of moulded insulation made, from 
the smallest parts found on automobile lamp sockets to 
large rheostat backings. All were pressed forms, manufac- 
tured under hydraulic pressures which varied from five to 
seven hundred and fifty tons. Some were polished and be- 
came a finished product while others were pregnated and 
baked to give them greater mechanical strength. There 
were hundreds of forms and shapes, including lamp sockets, 
switch parts,—all shapes of are deflectors, mountings for 
heating elements, resistance mountings and even radiator 
caps for automobiles. In all the various compounds a large 
percentage of the foundation of the composition was As- 
BESTOS. 

5. Lastly, we find Aspestos used in certain paints, 
varnishes and fillers used in electrical work. While not as 
extensively used in this form, nevertheless it forms a basic 
foundation for many good insulating compounds. As a 
thermal insulator it is without a peer, it being used in un- 
limited places for this purpose, and while its use as a ther- 
mal insulator is far more extensive than as an electrical 
insulator, the time is not far off when both uses will be 
about on a par, as engineers the country over are constantly 
improving and working with the AsBesros fibre to make a 
better insulator out of it and to improve it for electrical 
purposes.

European Headoffice: 
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Test of Fireproof Airplane 
and Equipment 


Aviators Use Asbestos Suits 


On May 28th, 1920, a test was conducted at Atlantic 
City, N. J., by the Aircraft Fireproofing Corporation, Nut- 
ley, N. J., to determine whether the fireproof airplane and 
equipment, consisting of a flying suit and gasoline tank, 
were non-inflammable. The fireproofing of the plane and 
the equipment were inventions of Parker R. Bradley of 
the Aireraft Fireproofing Corporation. 

The Airplane was a new Springfield Model JN4D2, 
built by the Aireraft Corporation. The woodwork was 
finished as usual and then painted with Bradley’s Fire- 
proof Paint. 

The covering of the wings and control surfaces was 
mercerized cotton, and of the fuselage, linen. The wings

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and control surfaces had been given three coats of Brad- 
ley’s Fireproof Dope, made by secret process, and three 
coats of the Fireproof Paint, while the Fuselage had four 
eoats of the Fireproof Dope. 

The gas tank was made of terne plate covered with 
\ inch of sheet rubber and over the rubber was a layer of 
hair felt, 34 inch thick, the hair felt being painted with 
five coats of the Fireproof Paint and one coat of varnish. 
The rubber made the tank leakproof, the felt made it heat- 
proof and the paint fireproof. 


Of especial interest to the readers of AsBesTos is the 
suit invented by Mr. Bradley to be used with the Plane. 
The suit consisted of helmet, coat and trousers. (See illus- 
tration). The helmet was made of sheet aluminum covered 
with a % inch layer of hair felt, painted with three coats 
of fireproof paint, and having a skirt of cloth, fireproofed 
by the Bradley process, this being tucked inside the suit 
proper. The suit proper was made of asbestos cloth with 
a 3g inch inner lining of hair felt, the felt being lined with 
fireproofed cotton. Both shoes and gloves were made of 
the same material as the suit. The weight of the suit with 
helmet was fifteen pounds, altho it is hoped to reduce this 
weight in future suits, to about ten pounds. 


The first test was made on the ground, the suits being 
donned by the two pilots. Each suit was then sprayed with 
gasoline and ignited. The fire covered the whole surface 
of each suit but the pilots displayed no discomfort, nor did 
either suit show any indication of damage. The airplane 
was tested in the same way. Outside of a few blisters, due 
to an outer coat of varnish, neither cloth nor woodwork 
was affected by the flames. 

The second experiment was made by attaching flam- 
ing torches made of waste soaked in gasoline to the wings 
of the plane and the pilots, in their asbestos suits, flew the 
machine. The torches made large flames and continued to 
burn with intense heat while the machine was in the air, 
but no damage was done either to suit or machine. 

The Aircraft Corporation in its report of this test, 
says ‘‘The advantages of a suit of this design in aviation, 
are too obvious for enumeration, and it is most unfortun- 


ate that one was not available during the war.’’

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The Psychology of Salesmanship 
By G. 8S. Srvartr 


Sales psychology, says Dr. Harry D. Kitson, Univer- 
sity of Chicago, may be defined as a series of mental 
changes on the part of the buyer, leading to an act of will 
which culminates in satisfaction. This definition will 
serve for every deliberated sale, we are told, whether it in- 
volves the purchase of a stick of candy or of an automobile. 
The task of the salesman thruout is to develop certain 
states of mind on the part of the buyer, all leading to the 
final mental state. 

The first principal of voluntary action is that before 
such an action can oceur there must be in the mind an 
idea or thought of the act. For example the idea “Base- 
ball Seore’’ is strong enough in its own right to lead us 
without further locution of thought to reach into our 
pocket for a coin to buy a paper. Not all sales, however, 
are of this ‘‘hair-trigger’’ variety, and most Ideas even tho 
carefully implanted in the mind do not lead directly to 
purchase without manipulation. 

At the time of sale there is more than one idea in the 
mind of the buyer, each one potential of initiating appro- 
priate action. Accordingly, in psychological terms the 
problem in making a sale is to strengthen the central idea 
in the buyer’s mind, eliminating all others. 

The buyer enters an automobile salesroom already in- 
oculated with the idea of purchase. But, he has many other 
ideas in his mind. He has, for example, an idea of his de- 
pleted bank account if he purchases a car; on the other 
hand he has an idea of the pleasures of motoring and he 
has an idea of several other models bearing different rela- 
tionships to the central idea, some being hostile, others sym- 
pathetic. Whether they hinder or help they must be 
reckoned with and must be manipulated to the triumph of 
the Idea which must be nourished and expanded until its 
bulk will crowd out all other ideas. This task of nourish- 
ment confronts every salesman; indeed, from the psycho- 
logical standpoint the salesman is not a vendor of goods, 
but a manipulator of ideas. His task is to fan the flame of 
the Idea until it becomes to the buyer the consuming inter-

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est in life. Beside it, everything must sink to nothingness 
—The ravaged bank account, the heart-rending up-keep, 
the mortgage on the house, last year’s unpaid coal bill, all 
must be forgotten in the over-powering compulsion of the 
Idea. And the Idea must remain the greatest thing in the 
world long enough for the purchaser to sign his check or 
your contract. 


From a superficial view the task of the salesman might 
seem to be thrusting the unwelcome ideas into outer dark- 
ness, but such a conception is erroneous. If the mind of 
the buyer contains the idea of another car the proper pro- 
cedure is not to dilate negatively upon that car to drive it 
out of his mind. Every word uttered about that car acts 
as food for the unwelcome idea and causes it to wax larger 
and larger. The practice of criticizing or condemning a 
rival commodity is not only poor business ethics, but fur- 
thermore, to speak either in praise or blame of rival goods 
is poor psychology, because every word makes the unde- 
sired idea still more troublesome. 

How, then, shall the undesired ideas be forced out of 
the mind and the desired ones enhanced? The answer is to 
force all attention upon the central idea which results auto- 
matically in diminishing the undesired ideas. Described in 
terms of brain energy the psychological situation may be- 
come clearer. The brain is organized into a number of 
ideational systems, one for each idea that exists in the 
mind. Any ideational system may be roused into action by 
the drainage into it of brain energy. The energy of the 
brain may be distributed in various amounts over different 
systems, the amount in each system depending upon the 
strength of the corresponding idea. In the ease of our 
Sale, if the main Idea is to grow in strength, its brain 
system must drain off from the other systems the brain 
energy resident within them until the energy of the brain 
is all drained off into the one system, which means the tri- 
umph of the Idea. The magic moment comes just before 
the Idea bursts forth into action, when there is only a ves- 
tige of a contradictory idea making a last valiant stand 
against annihilation. Will the carefully nourished idea be 
powerful enough to rout its last bold opponent, or will 
some hostile idea by a sudden sally pierce its none too

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sound armor? This critical moment is the supreme agony 
of the salesman. 

Many an otherwise perfectly good sale, has been lost 
because of an empty fountain pen, a telephone call, a baby’s 
ery or an accident in the street. Anything unrelated to 
the commodity may spoil the sale. Any salesman can re- 
eall scores of such catastrophes which make him assert that 
the psychological moment is the most critical stage in the 
sale. His experience is substantiated by facts. Sales man- 
agers attribute most failures of their salesmen to inability 
to get by the psychological moment. They make a good ap- 
proach, arouse interest in the goods and create a strong de- 
sire, but are unable to make a good closing. They err in 
two ways—in trying to force a decision too soon, before the 
Idea has had time to reach its maximum dimensions, or in 
delaying to press for decision until after the decision has 
ripened and decayed. In either case their error lies in a 
failure to recognize the psychological moment. 

How shall one recognize the psychological moment and 
how cultivate a sensitiveness for its approach? Un- 
doubtedly there are signs that accompany it for successful 
salesmen sense it readily. Their awareness of it, however, 
is not a vividly self-conscious matter, but rather what they 
eall intuition. This process of intuition may be analyzed 
and found to be a process of conscious apprehension 
through sense avenues which we all possess. Many things 
that warn of the approach of the moment in the sale are 
small involuntary movements of the buyer which only the 
skilled and practiced salesman, thru experience, can inter- 
pret. 

A psychological blunder is made when the accessories 
of salesmanship distract the attention of the prospect. The 
salesman should have nothing about his person in dress or 
otherwise that would tend to catch and divert the mind of 
the buyer. But looking the purchaser square in the eye, 
studying his mental images, he should so manipulate his 
ideas as to lead him to that satisfaction which culminates 
in a sale.

Where Shingles are Made:

Directly and in- 
directly, much of this great demand can be traced back to 
the automobile industry, and, as there seems to be no let 
up in ear building, we feel that the future is most promis- 
ing, provided raw stuffs can be supplied.

Some weeks ago the Commission on Car Service issued 
its famous Order No. 33, whereby one Industry (Coal) is 
given practically all the Nation’s transportation facilities, 
while other industries lean back on their heels trying to 
find out what it’s all about. 

Correspondence and personal visit are alike impotent 
as to securing information. The only thing available is 
the statement that ‘‘if any discrimination can be shown it 
will be investigated and rectified.’’ 

We rise to ask how they would mine, transport or 
even successfully burn the coal, without liberal use of the 
products of Asbestos. And yet, the Asbestos Industry is 
suffering excessively from lack of proper transportation.

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The Asbestos Situation in Europe 


Mr. B. Mareuse, President of the Asbestos & Mineral 
Corporation, having just returned from Europe, and hav- 
ing been, for many years, a close student of conditions in 
this Industry, writes with a note of authority to tell us 
something of his recent observations. 

Mr. Marcuse visited France, Belgium, Austria, Italy, 
Holland, Hungary, Germany, Switzerland and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia and if his longing for the Statue of Liberty had not 
been so great he would have traveled still farther. 

His letter to us recites in detail the general situation 
in each one of the countries mentioned. From it we gather 
that there are a great many plants making shingles, tex- 
tiles, sheet packings and mill boards and that, while all 
these plants have been seriously hampered by inoperation 
during the war, and by the terrific drop in exchange since 
the war, they are gradually and surely resuming operation. 
It will, however, in Mr. Mareuse’s opinion, be quite some 
time before their production will be sufficient to care for 
home consumption. Hence it is unlikely that much of the 
foreign made product will appear in the world market for 
some time to come. 

It is interesting to note that in France, as well as in 
Germany, the manufacturers are associated in a syndicate 
or Groupment, which to a large extent buys and allocates 
raw material, exchanges trade information, and presents a 
united front to outside competition. In Germany this 
Groupment is directly under Government control, and has 
charge of all imports and exports. Practically no exports 
are now permitted, since Germany was quite barren of all 
Asbestos during the war and has not yet caught up with 
home demands. 

During the war the United States was exporting to 
Europe quite large quantities of Asbestos goods but, now 
that the European plants are again producing, that mar- 
ket will automatically be closed to American shippers. 
Since the foreign plants cannot do much more than care 
for home requirements, it is evident that the one big foreign 
outlet for the American is South America. Tremendous 
development is going forward in our Southern American 
Continent, and at least one American manufacturer has 
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Headquarters

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been fully alive to the possibilities there, for he has main- 
tained several direct representatives in South America for 
the past few years, and records of exports furnished by 
the U. S. Customs Office indicate that the market is a good 
one. 

We appreciate Mr. Mareuse’s courtesy in posting us 
on the foreign situation and will gladly furnish further 
data to anyone interested.

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Asbestos in Alaska 


Asbestos has only recently come to be regarded by the 
public as a valuable mineral. Now, however, said public 
goes to the other extreme and places on all Asbestos,, re- 
gardless of quality or character, a value equal to gold. 

An amusing instance of this came to our notice the 
other day when we read in several newspapers that in the 
Kotzebue region, western Alaska, asbestos deposits had 
been found which were said to rival the richest in the world. 

Being somewhat skeptical we investigated, thru the U. 
S. Bureau of Mines and found that: 

Asbestos has been found near Shungnak, on the Kobuk 
River, Alaska, in association with greenstone intrusive 
rocks. A small occurrence of Asbestos has also been noted 
at Chitina on the Copper River. 

In the former section some development pits have been 
made and samples of the asbestos sent to manufacturers, 
but the material, tho of good color, has low tensile strength 
and therefore is not suitable for spinning. There is no 
evidence of a large deposit, however, and even if there 
were, the low grade of the material and the heavy trans- 
portation charges make the deposit commercially valueless. 

So much for Alaskan Asbestos. But we wouldn't be 
at all surprised if the newspaper notices were forerunners 
of some Asbestos development company, which needs only 
money to turn the deposits into fabulous wealth.

Loss in Weight in Gasket Cloth 


Shippers of Gasket Cloth should be interested in study- 
ing carefully all claims made by customers for loss in 
weight, in transit. 

Obviously, the manufacturer cannot hold Gasket Cloth 
in storage until it dries out to a fairly constant weight, 
first because of the urgency of the buyer for immediate 
shipment, and secondly because Gasket Cloth, when per- 
mitted to dry to a fairly constant weight, has lost to a con- 
siderable extent its desirability as a raw material for mak- 
ing of Gaskets. 

It appears that shipments made over short distances 
are seldom followed by claims for loss in weight, but ship- 
ments for long distances, particularly under the present 
muddled transportation conditions, are often followed by 
claims for losses in weight which are quite excessive and 
no part of which can be, or should be chargeable to the 
shipper. 

If under ordinary conditions the shipment should be 
delivered in ten days and, because of the inefficiency and 
high-handedness of railroad officials and employees it takes 
from four to ten weeks to effect deliveries, the loss in a 
material of this kind, which everyone knows contains sev- 
eral volatile ingredients, is distinctly up to the consignee 
to fight out with the railroad, and not with the shipper. 

Some industries handling materials which absorb and 
give off atmospheric moisture readily, have set certain 
fixed limits of percentage under which limits claims for 
loss will not be entertained. For instance, we understand 
that shippers of cotton will allow claims for loss in tran- 
sit in excess of 7%, but will not consider claims for losses 
of less than 7% of the total weight of the shipment. 

Would it not be well for the manufacturers of Gasket 
Cloth, Gaskets and other similar materials to set fair, just 
and reasonable limits along the same lines? 


If the exhaust pipe is near anything inflammable it 
should be covered with asbestos. Often when there is 
faulty carburetion the engine will overheat and raise the 
temperature of the exhaust pipe to such a degree that it 
may cause fire—Buffalo Times. 
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Recently, the U. S. Investor, of New York City 
printed the following : 


Chrysotile Asbestos Corporation 


(Springfield, Mass.) Will you please give me the 
present standing of the Chrysotile Asbestos Corporation, 
incorporated under Vermont laws with William G. Gal- 
lagher, president, and Frank A. Walker, treasurer. What 
are the prospects of this company making good ? 

Ans.: This corporation took over some properties con- 
taining asbestos bearing rock, located in Northern Ver- 
mont, several years ago. Previous attempts to operate 
these properties at a profit had not been successful, largely 
because of unsatisfactory railroad facilities, and the rela- 
tively low grade of asbestos found. It is our understand- 
ing that the present company has made some headway, but 
appears to be chiefly in the hands of William G. Gallagher 
and his immediate associates. Apparently it would re- 
quire a very comprehensive development, and the expen- 
diture of a great deal of money, to make this a business 
which would warrant any large capitalization. At the 
same time, operations in a modest way appear to be work- 
ing out fairly well. 


Correction 


In the May issue of AssesTos on page 39, paragraph 4, the 
statement was made that Western Manufacturers of Magnesia 
burned Magnesite under a high temperature until it is so-called 
dead-burned, and then Magnesia Carbonate is extracted by the 
Same process as that used in securing it from Dolomite. 

We are now informed that the leading West Coast manu- 
facturer operates under a patented process, which not only does 
not provide for the use of dead-burned Magnesite, but specifically 
excludes that material, if any exists, by segregation from the 
light calcined particles. It is stated that dead-burned Magnesite 
is incapable of use in the production of Magnesia Carbonate. It 
is a pleasure to the publishers of Assestos to correct this erron- 
eous statement.

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Current news reports indicate that the Federal Trade Com- 
mission has dismissed the complaint made against the U. S. 
Steel Corporation in connection with the Pittsburgh base price 
of steel. 

To be sure, the decision was close, three of the Commission- 
ers voting for dismissal and two of them holding that the Steel 
Corporation practice is discriminatory and unfair. The whole 
point at issue is whether or no the Steel Corporation, which 
operates plants in various parts of the country, is, or is not, un- 
fair, when, in quoting prices from its Birmingham, Alabama 
Mills it uses a price current on Pittsburgh, adding thereto the 
freight from Pittsburgh to Birmingham, and quoting this com- 
bined price f. o. b. Birmingham. 

The question is quite complex, but since there is no charge 
that there is collusion between the U. S. Steel Corporation and 
its competitors, the conclusion of the Federa! Trade Commission 
would seem to be quite reasonable and predicated on common 
sense. 

If an individual manufacturer operating one plant, is jus- 
tified in naming whatever price he sees fit, on his product, then 
he is, likewise, justified, if he owns a half dozen or more plants, 
scattered over the country, in naming such price as he sees fit 
from each of these plants. The basic formula used by the in- 
dividual manufacturer in setting the prices at these individual, 
scattered plants, would appear to be his own business and a 
matter of no concern to the public. 


! News of General Interest 


A plan has recently been suggested for the making of mo- 
tion picture films, illustrating in homely fashion, the advan- 
tages of economies resulting from the use of Pipe and Boiler 
Coverings wherever coal is used, either in the power plant or 
in the home.
